WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate was set today to order

Daniel was elated and deflated within a 


matter of hours Wednesday. Patman took his 
blows, too, but plans to try again today. 


Senators, making sarcastic cracks about 


Daniel's proposal to restrict the power of House- 
Senate conference committees, rejected his 
"reform" measure, 10-21. "I'm frankly sick," 
said Daniel. 


Later, the House passed, 123-17, and sent to the 


Senate a Daniel proposal to prohibit speaker 
from seeking re-election. 


Patman's bill to establish a 12-member 


commission to save money in the operation of 
state government was stalled, and the Senate 
quit for the day, but Patman, a Ganado 
Democrat, said he had not given up. 


There was also a possibility the Senate would 


debate a House-approved bill repealing an 
existing law that a driver cannot collect 
damages in court for injuries received in an au- 
tomobile accident which his negligence helped 
cause. 


Sen. Oscar Mauzy, D-Dallas, wants to sub- 


stitute a law to allow a negligent driver to collect 
something, which would be determined by how 
negligent the jury found him. 


Patman has introduced his "Little Hoover 


Commission" bill six times, and only once—in 
1963—did he succeed in getting it through the 
Senate. But that year the House passed its own 
version, and a compromise was never reached. 


Daniel put at least part of the blame for the 


defeat of his conference committee bill on Lt. 
Gov. Bill Hobby. In rejecting the measure, the 
Senate apparently agreed with Sen. A. R. Sch- 
wartz's argument that the limitation already 
was in the rules, and that should be enough. 
Full Disclosure Asked 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Elected and appointed 


state officials in policy-making jobs should file a 
full public financial disclosure, the Citizens 
Conference on Ethics in Government urged 
Wednesday. 


Other recommendations of the two-day con- 


ference were scheduled to be released today. 


The conference said financial disclosure in- 


formation should be filed with a special citizens 
enforcement commission, not with the secretary 
of state as Gov. Dolph Briscoe suggested Mon- 
day.

enrollment period, the first 3 
months of every year. If you 
delay signing up for more than a 
year, however, you pay a higher 
premium." 


This year's general enrollment 


period has been extended through 
Monday, April 2, because March 
31 falls on Saturday.

Congress To Give Nixon Power To Ration Oil? | 
Negotiations Resume with Hostage-holding Prisoners

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fear- 


ful that fuel shortages may cut 
competition in the oil industry, 
Congress is considering giving 
President Nixon power to allo- 
cate oil products among dis- 
tributors and to ration them to 
consumers. 


The Nixon administration has 


stated no intention to take ei- 
ther step but has contingency 
plans ready should rationing— 
not seen in the United States 
since World War II—become 
necessary. There are 
uncon- 


firmed reports that gasoline-ra- 
tioning tickets are being print- 


ed. 


The Senate voted 50 to 30 


Monday to retain fuel-allocation 
and -rationing authority in a 
bill, passed Tuesday, extending 
the president's wage-price-re- 
straint power for one year. 


The provision is now on its 


way 
to hearings before the 


House 
Banking 
Committee 


where, congressional sources 
say, the nation's major oil com- 
panies are expected to wage a 
major fight against it. 


The allocation proposal was 


authored by Sen. Thomas F. 
Eagleton, D-Mo., and is beine 


pushed by lobbyists for the na" 
tion's small, independent mar- 
keting of oil and gas. 


The Eagleton proposal would 


give the president authority to 
set up an emergency board to 
allocate petroleum products 
among all companies and to all 
sections of the country on a 
more-or-less equal basis. 


Fighting to strip the alloca- 


tion proposal from the bill was 
Sen. John Tower, R-Tex., who 
said the market-price system 
"has proven to be the best allo- 
cation device in history."

measure of protection against 
'incorrigible, dangerous crimi- 
nals," went to Congress today 


The proposal calls for the death 


penalty for most federal crimes 
of murder involving kidnaping or 
aircraft hijacking, killing of a law 
enforcement officer or prison 
guard, murder committed by a 
repeater in a capital crime, and 
murder for hire. 


The Justice Department said 


the proposed legislation would 
satisfy the Supreme Court ruling 
that the death penalty is un- 
constitutional when its imposition 
is up to individual courts.

"Imposition of the death pen- 


alty by the judge will be man- 
datory if there is a special verdict 
finding the existence of one or 
more aggravating factors and the 
absence of any mitigating fac- 
tor," the department said in a 
covering letter.

of more 


mitigating factors is found." 


Such mitigating circumstances 


would include a defendant who is 
under 18; one who didn't have the 
capacity to appreciate
